Count Gives Glover 103 
Majority. 


Supervisor Wood’s Returns Will Be Used 
Only in the Event of a Contest and Will 
Not Affect the Official Count—Bets Paid 
on the Certificate of Election—The Offices 
and Salaries in the Gift of the Victors in 
Last Tuesday’s Election—Harrington 
Certainly Elected—Political Gossip. 


The result in the Ninth Congressional Dis- 
trict is placed beyond the province of doubt 
by the statements of Recorder of Voters Hob- 
litzelle made to a Post- DISPATCH reporter this 
morning: ‘‘Icannot give you the official count 
until to-morrow, when 1 will call in two Jus- 
tices of the Peace to go over the returns with 
me. I can, however, give you the result 
within one or two votes. Last night I went 
carefully over the returns from every pre- 
cinct in the Ninth Congressional District and 
I found that Mr. Glover was elected by 
just 103 ballots. This count does not 
nclude three ballots which were 
cast /for ‘Anthony’ Frank; but ot 
course even if counted for Frank these 
three votescut no figure in the general re- 
sult. 

Is there any probability that charges of 
fraud in the Tenth Ward will affect the elec- 
tion of Glover?’’ 

No, notin the least. The returns are all 
correct and made in proper form. Mr. Glover 
has been elected beyond all doubt, but as I 
said before, the official count will not be an- 
nounced until to-morrow.’’ 

Have you looked into the Harrington-Ma- 
son contest?“ 

Well, Harrington is elected by about 200 
majority.’’ 

As Mr. Hoblitzelle said, the figures in the 
Glover-Frank race are*not official, but they 
are very close to what the official result will 
be when announced to-morrow. The pre- 
valling idea that 

UNITED STATES SUPERVISOR WOOD 

is in some manner connected with the official 
count and that the reports of his deputy su- 
pervisors will be considered by Recorder Hob- 
Utzells Is atsstpated by the following inter 
view: ‘‘I have nothing to do with count- 
ing the returns, said Mr. Wood. 
Jam here merely for the purpose of preserv- 
ing evidence and the returns of the deputy 
supervisors will noteven be counted unless 
there should be a contest in Congress, when 
all of the reports in mY possession 
will be forwarded to the Clerk 
of the House of Representatives 
at Washington to be used as evidence in.the 
case. Should there be no contest in Congress, 
then Imake no report at all. The evidence 
which I have is placed away in my safe as rap- 
idly as it is collected, and there it will remain 
until wanted by Congress. My reports will 
netin any way affect Mr. Hoblitzelle’s count 
and I will sustain no official communication 
with him upon the subject.“ 


This disposes of the reports ofthe supervis- 
ors until the mecting of Congress, and settles 
at once and for all time the question as to 
what — the supervisor’s reports cut in the 
electio 

Mr. Hoblitzeile willissue the certificate of 
election to the candidate who received the 
largest number of votes as shown by the re- 
turns made by the judges and clerks, which in 
this instance will be Mr. Glover, and all the 
election bets will be paid upon the receipt of 
the successiul candidate of the certificate of 
election. 

Mr. Nathan Frank still maintains that he was 
elected, and claims that the vfficial count will 
bear him out. Helabors under the impres- 
sion that Mr. Hoblitzelle, in his unofficial 
count, may have made a mistake, Dut in the 
light of Mr. Hoblitzelle’s statements, this is 


highly improbable.

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A PREHISTORIC PEOPLE 


THE BRACE WHO WORKED THE OOPPER 
MINES OF MICHIGAN. 


A Strange Discovery Made in the Year 1847— 
Later Finds of Implements—The Mass of 
Beaten Copper Now in the Smithsonian 


Institution. 


The recent wonderful discoveries of 
iron, poppet and silver ores in Northern 
Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota, call 
attention toa fact not generally known 
that wise old Dr, Franklin, while arrang- 
ing the treaty between this country and 
ray sey after the Revolution, so drew 
the boundary lines between the late hos- 
tile powers as to include in the United 
States the great mining regions on the 
southern shore of Lake Superior.

amination of the [ and silver mines 
which fringe the bleak shores of the great 
inland fresh-water sea.

A civilization 
must then have existed far super or to an 
since known among the native tribes nort 
of Mexico. Thousands of years ago a race 
of people worked the copper mines in the 
upper peninsula. They worked the native 
copper and were so far advanced in the 
mechanical arts as to be able to handle 
masses of ore — ae | many tons. Their 
implements were fashioned to do skillful 
work. In working the copper mines of 
to-day these implements are found at 
a great depth, showing that ages 
have elapsed since this  prehis- 
toric race existed. The geological for- 
mations bear evidence that thousands of 
years have passed since these people dis- 
appeared. Who were they? hence 
came they, and where did they go’ Their 
unfinished: work has been la d before 
scientists, their tools and implements of 
stone and copper are to be seen in the mu- 
seums and collectionsin Milwaukee and 
other cities, and yet no one can give any 
reliable data of the existence or extinction 
of these people of the long ago. 

The southern shores of Superior were 
first explored in 1641 by two Jesuit priests. 
Small bands continued to explore the re- 

on until 1760. In that year Alexander 

lenry visited the region. He soon be- 
came familiar with the fact that copper 
existed in the country. He published a 
book on the subject and descri his ex- 
plorations. That a prehistoric race had 
worked these mines was not discovered 
until the middle of the present cen- 
tury. The ancient excavations are 
found in all parts of the pen- 
insula. There is scarcely a vein of cop- 
per in the whole district that does not 
show evidence of ancient workings. in 

laces they even extend in the rock from 

hree to sixty feet. The method of min- 
ing was to heat the rock with fire and 
then by pouring on water and pounding 
with their stone hammers to disintegrate 
and separate the ore. A careful search of 
all the old records shows that the Indians 
who were found in the eountry were ig- 
norant of the mines and the uses of the 
metal. 

In 18478. 0. Knapp was prospecting on 
the range near Rockland, a small town 
in Ontonagon County, Michigan. He 
opened a test pit, the surface outcropping 
of copper-bearing rock giving evidence of 
hidden treasure, and when eighteen feet 
from the surface he discovered a mass of 
nearly pure copper weighing more than 
six tons. This is regarded as the most 
wonderful mineral discovery ever known, 
from the fact that the copper was almost 

ure and showed conclusively that it had 

een worked and abandoned by a prehis- 
toric race. 

This mass had been raised several feet 
and secured there upon timbers. These 
had decayed and the mass remained in ite 

lace supported bythe soil. It had been 

ammered all over, until ite surface was 
perfectly smooth. In this pit,as in many 
others there were found great numbers of 
stone hammers, bits of burned wood, and 
a copper chisel. Over this mass, drawing 
ite lige from the soil, stood a hemlock pree 
which showed 325 distinct annual rings of 
growth; this was standing by the stump of 
a much larger tree which had grown, died 
and decayed since this pit had been dug, 
and this mass had been raised from its 
bed and the brands beneath it had been 
burned and the soil gathered above it in 
the long lapse of ages. 

In the bottoms of all the pits or diggings 
large numbers of stone hammers and 
copper chisels are found. The hammers 
consist of small bowlders of trap rock 
weighing from three to thirty pounds. A 
groove around the stone shows where the 
handle was tied on with a withe. These 
‘*‘diggings” are so abundant in the copper 
region as to cause no surprise. After the 
discovery of the mass of .opperthere were 
many more of a similar nature in different 
localities, extending over a vast area.The 
existence of these ‘‘ancient diggings’’ was 
suggested by depressions inthe ground. 
Later, enormous masses of copper were 
foundat Rockland, andfor many years 
great wealth flowed in upon the owners of 
the Minnesota and National mines. 

Even on the desolate Isle Royale 
multitudes of hammers, etc., have been 
found. Anold mining captain, speaking 
of this mystery ofthe ages, said to the 
writer that thousands and thousands of 
men were engaged in mining in 
that unknown epoch of human exist- 
ence, ages before the days of the Phara- 
ohs, or even before the birth of “Abra- 
ham Haran-Terah-Sot,” the world’s

EXPRESSION IN DANCING.

The Contortions ot Savages, the Chorus of 
the Greeks and the Modern Ballet. 


From the Stage. ead 

In a primitive state of civilization, when 
the only faculties developed are sense and 
emotion, it is easy to see how dancing 
would become a usual means of communi- 
cating and expressing the joys and sof- 
rows of a savage tribe. The almost habit- 
ual state of warfare would naturally sug- 
gestan excited dance asthe best means 
for stirring up the young braves to cour- 
age and action—a custom, indeed, exist- 
ing still in a modified form inthe loud 
chorused patriotic songs of England. 

From the frantic war-dance of the 
North American Indian, with its weird 
associations, to the modern ballet there 
seems little natural sequence, and yet it 
will be found that one andthe same es- 
sential is, or should be, characteristic of 
both. 

In both the central idea is a suitable ex- 

ression of emotion, and hence dancing 

ecame in process of development a dis- 
tinct adjunct of the worship of the gods, 

The original Greek chorus signified a 
company of singers dancing in a ring 
about the altar of Dionysius. Plato, too, 
declared that all dancing should be an 
act of religion, while among the Romans 
it was cofisidered an indecency to dance in 
private. 

All this goes to prove that a definite in- 
tention was alwavs understood, and that 
dancing was not regarded as mere postur- 
ing or posing, but that it had an intelligi- 
bie language of its own. 

Adam Smith tells us that dancing is 
much more expressive than music, and 
that the minuet, where the woman, after 

ing and repassing the man, gives him 

ret one hand and then the other,andthen 

both, was originally a Moorish dance rep- 
resenting the passion of love. 

The Pyrrhic dance of Sparta repre- 
sented real warfare, and the dance of the 
Eumenides is said to have been so fearful 
as to terrify all the spectators, 

The Roman funeral dances would natu- 
rally arise from the religious sentiments 
associa: ed, though it is hard now to realize 
the appropriateness of having a buffoon in 
attendance to dance an imitation of the 
character of the deceased. 

Inthe reign of Augustus two remark- 
able men brought about a complete revo- 
lution in dancing. Their names were 
Pylades and Bathy)llus. and to them must 
be ascribed the invention of the pantomime 
ballet. From the accounts ofthe time 
their performances seem to have been 
wonderful, the spectators being able 
without difficulty to follow the most elab- 
orate plot, and even to understand the 
most minute allusions. A writer of the 
day says: “Their very nod speaks, their 
hands talk, and their fingers have a 
voice.” 

A memorable trial of strength took place 
between Pylades and a rival by name of 
Hylas. The latter, danding a bymn which 
closed with the words. The great Aga- 
memuon,’’ to express that idea stood 
erect, as if measuring his size. Pylades 
exclaimed, ‘*Ah, you make him tall, not 
great.” The audience beg Pylades to 
dance the same hymn, and when be came 
to the words be collected himself in a 
posture of deep meditation. The silent 
pantomimic language, weare told, was 
perfect. : 

So highly were these pantomimes es- 
teemed that many of them were children 
of the Graces and the Virtues, and such 
an influence had they over the Roman 
people that when a quarrel occurred be- 
tween Pylades and Bathyllus the Em- 
peror himself interfered to bring about a 
renewal of friendship. 

For a considerabie period, owing prob- 
ably to Gothic and Vandal invasions, 

antomime ballet became almost extinct 
in Italy, but in the fifteenth century it 
revived and has maintained vitality ever 
since. 

Female dancers were first introduced in 
the ballet atan entertainment given at 
the Court of Louis XIV., in 1661, and at 
length the art was brought to its greatest 
perfection by the celebrated Nouverre, 
who was connected with several of the 
royal courts of Europe as maitre de ballet 
during the latter part of the last century. 
According to him the Fp — of a 
ballet master are terribly exacting. A right 
knowledge of mythology is absolutely 
necessary: ancient poetry, chronology and 
painting are also requisite, not to mention 
the trifling addition of geometry, anat- 
omy and music, a pretty good dose for 
the modern terpsichorean digestion. 

But Nouverre had the right principle at 
heart, and we cannot do better in closing 
this brief inquiry than by quoting his owu 
words respecting the true aim of what 
was, to him, the highest art. He says: 
„The ballet should be complete panto- 
mime, and, through the eye, speak, as it 
were, to thé very soul of the spectator,”

A Woman Works as a Farm Hand for Thirty- 
five Years. 
From the Minneapolis Journal. 

In the Circuit Court at Jeffersonville, 
Ind., Louis Bottorff was granted a decree 
of divorce from Elizabeth Bottorff. It 
was also decided that Bottorff must pay 
the woman $1,000 alimony. Bottorff is the 
wealthiest man in Clark County, and since 
the proceedings for divorce were instituted 
he has become totally blind. Mrs. Bottor f 
is a woman with a history. She is 3 
of age and her husband is past 76. Forty 
years ago she lived with her parents on a 
fine farm near Sellersburg, avd was con- 
sidered the bandsomest gir! in the county. 
Lovers she had by the score, and her 
parents spent « small fortune on her edu- 
cation. She fell in love with a poor 
school-master, however, and when she ran 
away and married him her pareuts 
cast her off, and told her never to darken 
the door of the old homestead. 

In a little cottage near the farm upon 
which she was born the young couple lived 
happily for about five years Two pretty 
little daughters were born to them, and 
there was no brighter fireside inthe whole 
country. About this time the young hus- 
band took sick and died, leaving his young 
wife, who had never been used fo hard- 
ships, to care for the children and earn a 
livelihood. The small stock of money she 
bad soon dwindled away and she found 
starvation staring her in the face. Her 

arents refused to heed her — — 

or aid, and when she on her bended knees 
begged for food for her 1 children 
they turned her coldly away. She was a 
woman of indomitable will. and at once 
set about to secure employment. 

She could not get housework to do and 
the fancy articles she had learned to 
make were notin demand.

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A WAR MEMORY. 


Stirriag Up a Cyclone at Shiloh—An After- 
Battle Incident, 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

During the recent reunion of the Army 
of the Tennessee at Rock Island, many 
war memories were revived, and this one, 
told by Gen. Martin Beeth of Chicago, 
will doubtless be as amusing to our read- 
ers as to those who heard It: 

“IT had a little experience the night after 
the fight ended at hiiob, which [li never 
forget. You know it rained there worse 
than it did at Waterloo and very soon 
after the battle was over it became in- 
tensely dark. After tramping around in 
the mud under the leafless trees about four 
or five hours land another young soldier 
determined to go around the field and find 
a board for a seat, or a blanket or 
something else from which to make a 
or a bivouac, but after a long search we 
could not find anything. Everything that 
could possibly be used for such purposes 
was already covering either the — 
dead, or dying. We had almost despaired, 
when one of us struck a board with our 
feet, and, feeling along in the dense dark- 
ness, found a soldier lying crosswise 
pee ‘it. We could tell by 
his breathing as we bent low over 
him that he was sleeping soundly—evi- 
dently very tired—and as we couid feel 
some half-dozen other boards under him, 
we thought he could easily spare one. 80 
we resolved to quietly slip the longest one 
out and carry itaway. The right or wrong 
of our purpose didn’t trouble us much. 
We just wanted that board, that was all, 
and tried repeatedly to pull it from 
under him, but couldn’t. The fact 
that the rain pelted his face, and that 
we jostied bis body, and yet didn’t awak- 
en him, encouraged us to operate with 
greater boldness. We divided—one going 
on the other side and pushing while the 
other pulled; but it was all in vain; we 
couldn't budge it. Yet the more we were 
baffled the more we seemed to wantit. I 
don’t think I ever longed for anything 
more intensely in all my life, The 
winter winds, howling and whistling 
around the house gables never 
made a warm bed seem more luxurious to 
another than did the thought to me of 
having that board that night for a protec- 
tion from the storm above or the mud be- 
low. Besides, it seems like our only 
chance, so we never thought once of leav- 
ing without it. Indeed, we felt that 
we couldn't possibly do 
it. It was like the case of the boy 
after the woodchuck, you know; we sim- 
ply ‘had to have it, and when we found 
that we couldn’t get it quietly, we formed 
the desperate resolve to give it a sudden 
— get it loose, and run with it. We 

new this would awaken the soldier, and 
thought it possible, also, that he would 
shoot, but one or two extra shots 
carried no terror after the experi- 
ence of the two days just past— 
besides, the darkness made the danger 
still less. So, getiing a good grip, we 

ave a strong, sudden pull with our com- 
Fined strength, and succeeded most ad- 
mirably ingaising it upward and also in 
jerking to his feet, the sleeping soldier 
Gen. Sherman. 

„Of course he made some remarks—very 
like the army in Flanders That's how 
we knew him, recognized him voice. But 
we didn’t stay to bear him. Without 
intending any disrespect we left for a 
cooler and more congenial climate we 
knew of, and that, too, — as fast 
as we could. No you on’t want 
me to tell you what he said, 
Nearly a quarter of a century has 
since then, and I coujdn’t give you his ex- 
act words now if I would, and I don’t be- 
lieve I would if Icould. They had much 
less of learned length than of thundering 
sound, I recollect. 

But out there, in that pitiless ram, ona 
bed of boards, without other shelter than 
the 1 blanket that enveloped him, 
amid all the doleful surroundings of that 
awful battle-ground, the grand old hero 
lay that night, sharing with his soldiers 
the privations of that field which his 
matchless skill and reckless daring had 
done 80 very much to win.“

The wear and tear of the extraordinary 
campaign made by Henry George was 
apparent in a slight lassitude, but he was 
as cheerful and apparently unconcerned as in 
the first days ofthe contest, or when bis sup- 
porters insisted that nothing could prevent 
his election. While quietly smoking a cigar 
or walking his room, Mr. George expressed 
himself yesterday as follows, in answer to 
questions by the Post-DIsPaTCH correspond- 
ent: 1 am satisfied with the result of the 
election,’’ he said. I went into the cam- 
paign without any idea of being elected, and 
regarded it merely as a demonstration of 
strength in support of aprinciple. This has 
been accomplished to a degree greater than I 
would at the beginning have dared to antici- 
pate. Had we not been destitute of efficient 
political organization, of money and of all 
the appliances usually relied on in 
political contests, or had we had 
a single established newspaper on our side, 
I would have been elected. Bribery, intimi- 
dation, misrepresentation and all the vile arts 
of machine politics only sufficed to give the 
candidate of the two Democratic machines 
some 20,000 more votes than Igot. Of the 
honest, uninfluenced vote there can be no 
question that I had a clear majority, but our 
methods of election are so bad, and give such 
power to money and rascality thatthe will of 
a clean majority ‘of uncorrupted voters can 
mot carry an election in New York City.
